Quests and Fellow-Workers in the Postal Service: Perm it me to say 
that it is a great pleasure, a personal, sincere pleasure, for me to be 
in Urn State of Pennsylvania today. 
I say that most sincerely, for 
over thirty-five years ago I performed my first day's duty in the postal 
service in the State Of Pennsylvania in York County, the County in 
which Mr. Haines resides. 
Pennsylvania has a history in the postal service. 
It is not neces­ 
sary that I dwell upon it here; most of you know it. 
The foundation I 
of the postal service of the United States was laid by a Pennsylvanian, 
Benjam in Franklin. 
Franklin builded wisely and he builded well, and j 
today we of the United States are reaping the benefit of his wisdom j 
and Judgment, for many of the postal laws and regulations that 
Franklin wrote are still the postal laws and regulations of tho United 
States postal service, some in their original form and some In their 
amended form. 
Pennsylvania has occupied a conspicuous place in the history of | 
this country, even before the Revolution. 
The people way back there 
before the State of Pennsylvania was founded played the game fairly 
and truly, and there is no people in this nation in the ages gone by I 
that ever dealt more fairly and squarely with the American Indian. 
Today we have from the State of Pennsylvania—and I will take 
the entire delegation in Congress irrespective of political affiliation - 
one of the strongest delegations from any state in this Union. 
It has I 
been my good fortune to know personally and to know well the Rep- j 
resentatlve from this District, and I am glad to be in his District. 
I am 
not talking politics, but I am talking of a man, true and courageous, 
representing all the people regardless of their political affiliations, a 
man of the sincerest motives, of the highest character, working for the 
good not only of the people of his District, but for all the people of the 
State and union. 
It gives me the most sincere pleasure to pay my 
humble tribute to that good American sitting there, that good Pennsyl­ 
vanian, that good fellow from York County, that good fellow from Red 
Lion, Harry Haines. 
I want to tell you boys I didn’t get*up at four twenty-five this 
morning, 
Mr. Howes didn’t tell you what time he went to bed. 
I 
think maybe he was awake when the alarm clock went off. 
We are not buying any red ink any more; we are using black ink 
and we are out of the red. 
That condition is due to the wise and busi­ 
nesslike leadership of your Postmaster General, and that condition, 
as explained to you by Mr. Howes, has been brought about by the 
hearty cooperation of the postal employes throughout this land. 
In addition to that, more has been done. 
Your condition has been 
recognised by the Congress of the United States upon the recommenda­ 
tion of the Postmaster General, with the result that in a very few 
weeks you will enjoy the benefit of that recent legislation, the five-day 
week 
You have accomplished much, and when we say that that condition 
has been brought about largely by the postmasters and postal employes 
throughout the land, we should bear this In mind. and it may be well 
In your social contacts out of the office to tell the people about it, that 
the expenditures for the postal establishment are not in the City of 
Washington; the expenditures there are very small. 
There are ovei 
2!)0,00<) instal employes throughout the Continental United States and 
its colonial possessions, but this remarkable condition exists, the Post 
Office Department with its large army of field personnel has the sm all­ 
est Jiead office personnel of any department of the Government, only 
about 1,300 employes. 
There is no other department of the Govern­ 
ment that can match it. and there is no other business institution of 
the United Stales that can match it. That is largely due to the splendid 
organization, discipline and loyalty amongst the postal employes of the 
United States. 
We should consider this with the enormous army in the 
field, and It Is up to you clerks and carriers and other employes, and 
the postmasters, to give an efficient and economical administration 
You took us out of the red and 
you can help to keep us out of the 
red and you can sell the service 
to the public. The Congress of the 
United States, Republicans and Democrats, the people of the United 
Slates, have confidence in our postal service, and it is up to you very 
largely. We must keep the faith, we must fulfill our obligations 
W e in 
the executive brunch of the Government are the servants of the people 
Those In the legislative branch of the Government, the Congressmen 
and Senators, are the people who make our laws and make our appro­ 
priations. 
We are the servants, and I can say this, and Mr. Howe 
can bear me out. that it is the 
policy of Mr. Farley and all of his 
assistants in Washington to recognize, and we do recognize, the 
fact 
tliut the Congress of the United States represent the people and that 
we are their servants. 
We are glad that we are in the condition that we are. 
I have no 
hesitancy in stating that from my association with the postal employee 
for approximately thirty-five years I know they are true to their G ov­ 
ernment 
I worked with them during tho World W a r when ull of us 
were getting very small salaries and practically living from hand to 
mouth, but when I saw those men and women stand loyally by their 
Government and refuse employment on the outside at higher wages 
I knew and felt and know now and have no fear of the future, that th 
body of the postal service are just as true Americans as we find in any 
activity of this country. 
There is another reason. 
O f course I am not going to talk any 
politics, but I am a Democrat, and from M aryland, right across th* 
line, boys and girls, and when I walked down the aisle with Mr, Haim s 
land he is a mighty fine fellow> following M r Howes and Mr. Burke 
and Bill Bray and the other celebrities, and I heard that yell, and when 
I heurd M r Howes say up here a few' minutes ago that the lady asked 
him lf he was from the South, I kind of think from that yell that you 
believe Mr 
Howes and I are both rebels from down South, and w* 
appreciated that. 
There was a Democratic President from this Congressional Dis­ 
trict, James Buchanan. 
Jam es Buchanan had in his Cabinet a post­ 
master general who was an outstanding figure, Joseph Holt from the 
State of Kentucky, from where Colonel Burke conies 
Jo;* ph Holt 
was a good writer, he was a good Postmaster General. 
In the con­ 
struction of the Post Office Department building at Washington it was 
felt necessary to put an inscription on that building, and many, many 
books were searched, and finally a writing from Joseph Holt of K en ­ 
tucky, who served as Postmaster General under President Buchanan, 
was selected 
I think those words of his largely, yes in a huge degree, 
typify the ideals of the postal establishment of the United States, and 
if you will bear with me a moment I will read them to you 
“ The Post Office Department in its ceaseless labors pervades every 


channel of commerce and every theater of human enterprise, and while 
visiting, as it do*vs kindly, every fireside, mingles with the throbbing* 
of almost every heart in the land. 
In the amplitude of its beneficence 
it ministers to all climes and creeds and pursuits, with the same eager 
readmes and with equal fullness of fidelity. 
It is the delicate ear-trump 
through wlfich alike nations and families and isolated individuals whis­ 
per their Joys and their sorrows, their convictions and their sympathies, 
lo all who listen for their coming." 
Those few words of Joseph Holt most completely, In my estimation, 
set up the picture of tile service of the Post Office Department. 
I am glad to be with you here 
There are a lot of Pennsylvanians 
here, 
I am from across the line down in Maryland. 
There is a warm 
spot in my heart for the State of Pennsylvania. 
I love Pennsylvania. I 
love all the stales, but of course I love Maryland, M y M aryland, best 
of all. 
Over there on the battlefield I have relatives, friend and foe, because 
we iii Maryland were in a bad shu{ie, there was brother against brother, 
father against son, and the tribulations of our forefathers were hard 
aud distressing, but today in Maryland, yes In Pennsylvania, in every 
state in Union, our boys and girls and those of us who ure getting gray 
m y the words of the poet: 
Bv the flow of th*- inland river, 
From whence the fleets of iron have fled, 
* v 
Where the bludes of tin* grave grass quiver, 
v 
Asleep are the ranks of the dead, 
Under the sod, In the dew. 
Waiting tin* Judgment Day, 
Under the roses that bloom, 
Un^er the lilies that sway. 
I want to thank you, Mr. Barrett, for extending this invitation to be 
liere with you folks, 
I am glad. I appreciate your co tis I derat Uai, aud I 
buy God be with you ’til we meet apaln,
